Not Fulfilled Their Obligation te the. 
Government—Reports Made. 


JW asuweton, December 30.—Under the: act 
pl tongress approved March 3, 1887, entitled 
an‘ act authorizing an investigation of the 

ks, accounts and methods-of railroads 
which have received aid from the United 
States, and for other purposos,” the president 
appointed Messrs. Robert F. Pattison, of 
Pennsylvania; E. Eliery Anderson, of New 
York, and Dayid FP. Lituer, of Lliinois, com- 
missioners to carry on the investigation. Two 
reports have been submitted to the president, 
a majority report by “Messrs. Anderson and 
Littler and a minority report by Mr. Pattison. 

The mejority report opens with a statement 

of the methods pursued by the commissioners, 
neers the laborions nature ofthe work. 


piicers of the respective roads, and ail! 
‘the witnesses whom they judged possessed of 
a knowledge of the subject matter of the in- 
vestigation. The Union Pacific railway is 

‘the first consideréd, its total mileage exclusive 
of branches being stated at 1,815.17 miles, in- 


eluding the railways formerly known 
as the Kansas Pacific and Denver 
Pacific. The whole total mileage of 


conuecting branches, according to the .compa- 
~ny's report for 1886, is 2,761.98 miles. It is 

xplained that. United States subsidy . bonds 
did not apply to the entire lengths of these 
roads, branch lines being excepted from them. 
The commission has taken a great deal of evi- 
dence relating to the cost of: branches, their 
operation and their effect on the systen. 
Almost the unanimons yoice of all witnesses 
examined declares that the branch roads add 
largely to the earning powers of the Union 
Pacific railway. 

Many of thenr go 80 Taras to assert that with- 
out these feeders the Union Pacific would be 
bankrupted in afew years. Ii appears from 
the account of these branches that, having re- 
gard only to the operation of the branches 
themselves, some of them do not pay the ex- 
pense of over: ation. Many We do earn 
onough to pay interest on cost, kddition to 
the « expense of operation. and only a few of 
them suneceed in earning a surplus beyond ex- 
penses and fixed charges. But otlicers of the 
road and many other intelligent witnesses 
declare that this circumstance has ne béearhug 
on the question whether the branches are © 
or are potan advautage. They assert that in 
addition to the actual earnings derived from the 
joeal operation there is a large profit derived 
from the earnings of all business interchanged 
between the branches and main road, by rea-

several Witnesses examined on this subject is 
cited in support of the position of the majority 
of the commission, among whom were KE. P., 
Alexander, president of the Central Raiiroad 
and Banking company, of Georgia. who serv- 
ed ag a government direc tor in 1875, and who 
declares ‘that the existmg system of branch 
lines has been the @ctual salvation of the road ;”’ 
Charles F. Adanis and ¢x-Governor. Warren, 
of Wyoming territory. Opinions. of United 
States; Comimissioners of Railroads French 
and Armstrong and reports of #0Ternment 
directors are quoted to the same effect: It 
is also urged “that apart from the 
mere financial question, communities served 
by branch roads demand their construction 
and extension. They are of immense ‘service 
¢> farmers, settlers and miners, and transform 
the barren prairies into y ain- -bearing farms. 
Every mile of railroad adds many’ thousand 
dollars to the yaiue of lands adjacent, The 
policy of branch line development is bene- 
ficial to the railroad, to leeal communities and 
increases the solvent power of the corporation. 
it is not..-@ sufficient answer to 
this conclusion that this policy 
has been abused by improvident and even 
fraudulent expenditures in the past. The 
remedy is to punish the wrongdoer and not to 
suppress the natural wth of the railroad. 
The conelusion is reached “that the branches 
and main lisé are mutually dependent on each 
“other for sapport and development, and that, 
through their union, they represent vastly 
greater relative earning power than would 
either the branches or main line itself, if they 
were dismembered. 

The net earnings of the system taken for the 
past two years, by whichis now meant their 
gross earnings, less their operating expenses 
and takes, have averaged $1,800,000, of which 
sin: $4,200,000 should be credited to the par- 
ent line and $1,600,000 to the branch system. 
The actual value of the system, as gathered 
from. Colonel Morgan’s intelligent examina- 
tion, based both on the cost of construction, on 

the increased value of. terminal facilities and 
the right-of-way, and.also ona close and criti- 
«al examination of the earning powers of the 
‘main line, may be approximately stated at 
$150,000,000, The total funded debt of the 
‘Dnion Paciti ilway company, on December 
31, 1886, inclusively’ of obligations of the 
United States, 1s placed at $851,969,127.50, of 
which = 532,000 was prior to the United 
Bietes statutory lein.

After some géneral- observations upon the

le excéntion, to be presently noted, all of the 
ities and obligations of the builders of these 
roads have been persistently disregarded. The 
result is that those who have controlled and 
directed the construction and development of 
these companies haye become. possessed of 
their surplus assets, through the issues of bonds, 
stocks and payments of dividends voted by 
themselves, where the great creditor, the 
United States, finds iiself substantially with- 
out adequate | seculity for the payment of its 
loans. ‘The single exception above referred to, 
we desire, at the threshold of this portion of 
the report to indicate and emphasize. 
We refer to the administration of the Union 
Patiiic railway company since the spring of 
1885. En our judzment it is fully and entirely 
exonerated from condemnation to be passed 
on the transactions of the other roads, and re- 
lating to other periods, we are satisfied that 
thisadministratiop has devoted itself honestly 
and intelligently to the hercrelean task of res- 
cuing’ the Union Pacific railroad from the in- 
solveucy which seriously threatened it at the 
inception of its work; that it has devoted it- 
self, by rigid economy, by intelligent manage- 
ment, and by an application ef every dollar of 
earning capacity of the system to its improve- 
ment and betterment to place that company 
on a sound and enduring financial foundation 
This effert has been continued during the past 
year with increased intelligence and v igor an. 
we think it to be largely dué to this adminis- 
tration that the United States 
today, in our judgment, holds in the Union 
Pacific railway and through value which it 
derives as an integral part of the Union Pacific 
system, if prote cted by proper legislation, full 
security for the payment of its whole debt and 
of interest.

ENTS OF THE YEAR. 


What Has Occurred All Over the World in 
the Pass Uwelve Months. 


‘From the Youth's Companion. 


The year which is just closing has not been 
memorable for any great event which changes the 
cacrent of the world’s history. Neither has it been 
deyoid of interesting and even important occur 
rences. 

Looking abroad, and taking first the couniry 
with which the United States has the closest rela- 
tions, we recall, as the two gfeat features of the 
year in Great Britain, the jubilee of the queen, and 
the application of coercion, in a peculiarly severe 
form, to Ireland. The completion of the reign of 
fifty years by Queen Victoria was made the grandest 
occasion of one of the grandest state pageants of 
modern times, and the people gave themselves up 
for a time to national merry making. 

On the other hand, the political agitation over 
the stute of Ireland, the laws that was passed to put 
a stop by force to the disordersin that island, and 
the uxrelenting severity with which the law has 
been enforc2d, have made it @ year of bitlerness 
and sorrow. 

France, too, has hada year of political turmoil; 
and the cause, direct or indirect, of it ali wag Genera 
Boulanger, who was minister of war at the - begin- 
ning of 1887. It was in reality the opposition to this 
general, who mate himself somewhat to prominent 
as an apostle of revenge against Germany, which led 
to the downfall of M. G»blet’s cabinet. 

*Then, there is little doubt that it was largely with 
vw viewjtopbringing a scandal upon General Boulanger 
that the investigation into the sale of decorations by 
two other general officers was undertaken. The ef- 
fect, however, was greaterthan had been anticl- 
pated, for the inquiry revealed the complicity of M. 
Daniel Wilson, son-in-law to President Grevy,caused 
the defeat of M. Rouvier’s ministry, and ultimately 
the resignation of the president of the republie, and 
the election of M. Sadi-Carnot in his stead. 

Interest in German affairs ham peen eoncentrated 
upon the sad break down of the health of the 
crown prince, at the same time that the Kaiser 
Wilhelm, loaded with a great weight of years; tis 
growing more and more infirm. The political af- 
fairs of the empire are kept so wellin hand by the 
firm grasp of Prince Bismarck that no startling 
pom in the internal or foreign relations has hap- 


The only other event in Europe worthy of special 
notice in this general survey, is the election of 
Prince Ferdinand as prince of Bulgaria, and his 
ptucky attempt to be the actual soverign of the 
principality. Notwithstand/!ng the hostility of Rus- 
sia and the indifference of the rest of Europe, Prince 
Ferdinand still oecupics the throne. 

Nothing in which the world is deeply interested 
has taken place in Russia, Austria-Hungary, Italy, 
Spain, or either of the Scandinavinn ¢ untries, 

At home the country bas Been tranquil, free from 
undue excitements of any kind, Perbaps the most 
important event of the year—one of which the con- 
sequences cannot even yet be seen—is the passage 
of the inter-state commerce act, whieh introduces 
into the railroad systeni the principle of contro! by 
the national governmetit.

“Many and many a night he would return 
home with my father after the play was over. There

Eprrors CownstirutTion: What was the 
origin of the names of our months and days; ;

For the names of our months, we must go back to 
the Romans. January is from Janus, the «od of 
doors and gates, because this month began the year. 
February is from Februo, to purify, because in this 
month the lustrations were offered. March, origin- 


ally the first month,;was from Mars, the god of war | 


April, from Aperire, to open, because in this month 
the buds began to oy en. May, from Maja, a goddess. 
June, from Juno, the patron of marriage, this month 
being the favorite fcr weddings, July came from 
Julius Casar, and August from “Kagustus, the first 
emperor. September, October, November and De- 
cember, were so called from being the seventh, 
eighth, ninth and tenth months, and there names 
furnish a curious illustration of the persistence 
with which men will cling to a name even when it 
has lost its significance. Now these are the ninth, 
tenth, eleventh and twelfth months, but still keep 
their old, and, at present, inappropriate names. 

But if we must take our year and the names of its 
months from one set of pagans, we are equally un- 
happy witlt regard to the days of the week, for our 
names of these are traceable back tothe Saxons, 
whose heathenism was even less inviting than that 
of the Romans, Suuday was with them the Day of 
the Sun; Monday, that Sacred to the Moon, and 
Tuesday took itsname from Tives, a Norse god; 
Wednesday is Woden’s’Day, another Saxon god— 
the present spelling of the word following its deriva- 
tion with remarkable accuracy; Thursday is Thor’s 
Day, Thor, the Thunderer, being a notable Norse 
deity; while Friday is Frei’s Day, Frea being the 
Saxon Venus; Saturday is Saturn’s Day, the later 
Saxons having borrowed this deity from the Ro-

NEW YORK. December 30.—The stock market 
was excessively dull today, owing to the general in- 
disposition among operators to trade over the three 
day’s holiday, to which was added the uncertainty 
regarding the outcome of the Reading strike. The 
latter, which would ordinarily bea depressing in- 
fluence, fatied of its effect by reason of the general 
confidence that no block in the business of the road 
would occur. Trading was of the smallest chartac- 
ter, and beyond Reading and Vanderbilts possessed 
no significance whatever. The impression became 
general before the opening that dividends would 
pot be increased anda rather heayy opening re- 
sulted, but prices ra'lied and after the announce- 
ment of dividends the ouly sales were those of 
traders, who had clung to the idea of an increase. 
The same feeling afected Lackawanna also, but the 
insignificance of the movement may be inferred 
from the fact that only one stock today fluctuated 
as widely as 1 per cent. Union Pacific became 
strong on the renewal of rumors of favorable ocn- 
gressional action. New England, Western Union 
and Terminal were all firm at times, aud toward 
noon dealings were enlivened by a sharp spurt in 
Manitoba. The opening was heavy at declines ex- 
tending to % per cent, but was dull and quickly ral- 
lied, and before noon fractional advances had been 
establishea 1n nearly all the active list. Disappoint- 
ment overthe Vanderbilt dividend checked the 
advance and the list sagged off until the early 
gains generally neutralized the market. It then be- 
came stagnant and remained without movement or 
feature the rest of the day, finally closing dull and 
steady at close to the opening price. Total sales 
127,009 shares. Dividends on Vanderbilts are as fol- 
lows: Lake Shore 2 per cent, Michigan Central 2, 
Canada Southern 144, Delaware and Lackawanna 
declared 134.
